SHOALS DISPOSITION LOOKS 
ENCOURAGING 
Ten days until congress meets and things are 
shaping themselves nicely for 
action 
on 
the 
Shoals. 
That means settlement if both are in­ 
clined to be reasonable. Friends ofAhe Ford offer 
and those wanting government 
operation 
are 
about to ge « to o th er. _ U these can agree on an ¡ 
acceptable foWnul* for legislation disposing of the 
m atter, there will bp tittle attention paid to the 
proponents of the power compfttiies. Such an un­ 
derstanding will be the death blow to the dreams 
of the power monopoly. 
In the light of developments of the past several 
days, there seems to be no doubt that some forrti 
of govrnment operation will be the final outcome. 
The proposition is too stupendous an undertaking 
for the individual. To fully develop the power of 
the river as should be done—and as doubtless will 
be done—would tax even the resourcs of Mr. Ford 
Excepting for the fact that government operation 
is so apt to be wasteful, this is really tJie logical 
solution. 
Private control of the great enterprise 
would never have been seriously considered had 
it not been for the attitude of certain elements in 
congress which were seeking to play into the 
hands of the power trust through an abandonment 
af the whole undertaking. 
Government operation is not a new idea in this 
connection. Such was the original purpose. When! 
this development was begun by the government 
there was no thought of anything else than that 
Uncle Sam would operate the great nitrate plants 
himself. .The power to be created by Wilson Dam 
was considered in the light of a great national re­ 
source that was to be controlled by the govern­ 
ment for thg¿£nefit of the people. 
And its pur- 
jose in times of both peace and war was fully set 
out in the action of congress authorizing the ex­ 
penditures to be incurred. 
'The Norris bill is merely a specific proposal to 
io what the congress had already proclaimed in a 
general way as its purpose. 
The details of this 
measure are not acceptable to a large majority 
~>f the members of congress. But Senator Norrb 
lays he is ready to compromise. That means he if 
ready to accept any measure that will give.gov 
emment operation and is willing to eliminate hif 
scheme fdr a nationalization of big power projects. 
And government operation confined to the origi 
nal purpose of devoting the power of the Shoah 
to the making of fertilizer for the farm er 
ir 
-times of peace, and nitrates for explosives in the 
3vent of war, will be acceptable to the forme*. 
Ford men and the supporters of the Norris’till 
and should find little difficulty of prompt enact 
ment. Wherefore the outlook for an adjustment 
at the short session is very encouraging to say the 
least.—Muscle Shoals News.

I he Smithsonian Institution of Waah- 
in If ton, Completed the (Travation of 
the Indian Mound on the Jake Alex­ 
ander farm Friday. 
The mound is 
about eeven miles southeast of Moul­ 
ton at the foot of the mountains in 
a hollow long known for the find­ 
ings of Indian ’relics. 
Mr. 
Fowk** 
was very enthusiastic over the retirs 
found» a ad pronounced it one of the 
best that he had ever examined. 
It la possible that the mound was 
the work of Cherokee Indiana or a 
branch of that tribe and of pre-Co­ 
lumbian work. 
The most interesting 
find was at the very bottom 
and 
evidently the very beginning of the 
mound where three skeletons were 
lying two across each other in the 
form of an X with a third one cut­ 
ting the long angle» of the X. In all 
there were considerably above 
100 
skeletons found with numerous cop­ 
per beads, broken pieces of pottery 
bearing signs of most beautiful hand­ 
work and ornamentation, tomahawks, 
one of which was pronounced 
by 
Mr, Fowke as the largest he had ever 
found. 
The collection was taken to Court- 
land where Mr. Fowke is spending a 
few d$^s putting it in shape for ship­ 
ment bo W ashington. 
The Smithson­ 
ian has purchased through Mr. Fowke 
a portion of the Sanderson collec­ 
tion of Indian relics, 
a 
collection 
made by Mr. J. G. 
Sanderson 
of 
Courtland and considered one of the 
best in the state. 
It I» understood 
the purchasing price is around $500.
